Change is wafting across the country— 
shouid Chicago relax its marijuana laws?

l[^)uVe heard the stoner arguments for legalizing pot: “Weed is lOO per- 
cent natural, dude. It’s from the earth. Thomas Jefferson grew it, man. 
Thomas. Jefferson. ” 

But lately the case for legalization and decriminalization of posses- 
sion comes from entirely different camps, and they’re using arguments 
with more finesse, research and economic impact than those tossed 
out at a party in your friend’s smoke-filled basement. Consider the 
City Council, which is looking at reduced penalties for possession of 
amounts less than lo grams. 

Aid. Danny Solis (25th), who this month introduced the city proposal, lists things 
such as discriminatory arrest practices, harsh penalties and a maxed-out city bud- 
get as reasons he’d like to see Chicago’s marijuana laws reassessed. And though not 
everyone’s on the “pot is harmless” train, more cities are examining whether jailing 
people— as Chicago currently does —for small amounts is the way to go. 

Police Supt. Garry McCarthy has said police officers might do better ticket- 
ing rather than arresting in small-time pot busts. The Cook County board already 
went the ticketing route for small amounts of marijuana in unincorporated areas; 
suburbs such as Evanston have done the same. Add to that places including Con- 
necticut and Philadelphia that have eased up, as well as states such as Oregon 
and California— which have legalized medical marijuana— and the pro-marijuana 
landscape looks increasingly green. 

While opponents say there are a slew of negative consequences from reducing 
pot penalties, the wheels may already be in motion.

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“What you’re beginning to see is a more 
rational approach to marijuana laws and a 
less emotional approach,” said Keith Stroup, 
founder of the National Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws. “Abu’re seeing the 
same kind of changes that we saw at the end 
of alcohol prohibition.” 

Stroup points to places across the country 
tackling the topic. He said 16 states and the 
District of Columbia have legalized medical 
marijuana. And organizations including the 
California Medical Association have said le- 
galization might be better than inconsistent 
enforcement. 

Today those arrested in Chicago for pot 
possession are looking at misdemeanor charg- 
es that could lead to six months in jail and a 


fine of $1,500. The Chicago proposal— which 
Solis stresses is in the early phases— would al- 
low cops to write a $200 ticket for possession 
of amounts less than 10 grams, with punish- 
ments increasing for repeat offenders. 

Turning pot possession from a jailable of- 
fense to a slap on the wrist, though, bothers 
anti-drug activists. 

“There are a couple of prominent [pro-mar- 
ijuana] organizations ... preying on our tough 
economic times,” said Amy Ronshausen, 
manager of congressional and legislative af- 
fairs for the Drug-Free America Foundation. 
She said the negative consequences of alcohol 
use can predict what would happen should 
marijuana use dramatically increase or be le- 
galized. “The money that we get [from taxing 


alcohol] doesn’t compare to the societal costs. 
... How can we say that our experience with 
marijuana would be any different?” 

Mayor Emanuel isn’t completely on board 
either. He recently told reporters other cities 
that have made similar moves “have also cre- 
ated their own set of problems,” though he 
has said he’s willing to look at evidence on all 
sides. 

People who like the city plan, though, said 
the economy and budget pressures mean it’s 
the perfect time to question whether it makes 
financial sense to jail people arrested with 
small amounts of marijuana. 

Solis offers some figures, including that 
23,000 small-time pot-possession arrests are 
made each year, of which “about 90 percent 


get thrown out of court.” With what he esti- 
mated as more than 83,000 hours of police 
time being spent on the arrests, the alderman 
said the city can find better ways to use its law 
enforcement dollars. 

“Police officers are taken away from pa- 
trolling neighborhoods in our city,” he said, 
adding that police overtime for court appear- 
ances makes the financial toll even worse. 

On top of that is data showing black people 
are arrested for marijuana possession in much 
higher numbers than white people, which 
Aid. Walter Burnett (27th) brought up to the 
Tribune recently At events such as Pitch- 
fork and Lollapalooza, where attendants are 
mostly white, Burnett said, he thought he got 
a “contact high” from all the weed-smoking

going on. The Reader reported in July that the ratio 
of black arrests to white arrests for marijuana posses- 
sion in Chicago is 15 to t* 

The move toward marijuana decriminalization 
and legalization hasn't been smooth everywhere* In 
California, where medical marijuana is Icgd, some 
have said “doctor's note" requirements for a pre- 
scription card have led to laughably weak enforce- 
ment, for example. 

More dangerous, anti-drug advocates believe, is 
the way children and teenagers might respond to de- 


criminalization measures. 

“You're kind of normalizing the drug use,” Ron- 
shausen said. ‘*When perception of harm decreases, 
youth use increases.” 

As the city council debates the proposal, many 
of these issues in Chicago remain to be hashed out. 
flow much a fine might be, whether cops would con- 
tinue to have the option of arresting someone with 
marijuana or how a fine might be reflected on some- 
one's criminal record still are up for debate.

After Aid, Danny Solis (25tli) announced his decision to propose changes 
to Chicago's laws for small amounts of marijuana possession, RedEye 
gave him a call to see why he thinks the issue is ripe for discussion. 


Why did you put this measyre 

forward? 

There are basically Ihree reasons. 

The key issue for me on this is 
that this is over 83,000 hours of 
police time that can be spent in 
our neighborhoods, patrolling for 
more serious crimes. 

And the second reason? 

The great majority of these arrests 
are of African-Americans and, 
second, Hispanics. This can have 
a very negative effect in terms 
of their futures-whether it’s in 
finding a job, whether it’s in going 
to school or whether it’s in some 
cases there’s a need for public 
housing, that [arrest] kicks them 
out of that eligibility. 

Finally? 

If we can get fines instead of ar- 
rests, we’ll get a positive revenue 
production versus a negative 


revenue deduction to the city 
budget. 

Is racial dlscrimir^tion a factor 
in arrests? 

Without a doubt. You go to the 
Lollapalooza concert [and] most of 
the people there were while, and 
you could definitely, as I under- 
stand, smell the marijuana in the air. 

Should minor marijuana posses- 
sion be on someone's perma- 
nent record? 

If this is an arrest for the first time, 
this should not be on their perma- 
nent record. I believe that we can 
show a lot of data that young men 
and women, primarily minorities, 
have been very detrimentally af- 
fected by the consequences of this 
being on their record. ... [But] if this 
is something that is consistently 
happening to an individual, well, 
then you’ve got to pay the piper. 


POT PROJECT 

Aid. Danny Solis (25th) said there’s a lot to do before the City Council could vote on a proposal to lessen the penalty for possession of small amounts of marijuana. The idea has gone to the council’s 
Committee on Public Safety, where experts including police, doctors and social scientists are expected to testify in a couple of hearings. A vote could come early next year, Solis said.

More than a year ago, in a small hearing room 
downtown, city officials could have ended the 
career of a Chicago cabbie who topped the 
list of citizen complaints. 

Zulfiqar Shah was a reckless driver prone 
to road rage, according to numerous citizen 
complaints. He argued with a pregnant pas- 
senger and gunned the accelerator when she 
tried to leave the cab. Another time he nearly 
caused a crash, then allegedly chased down 
the other driver and threatened to shoot him. 

But in June 2010, a hearing officer with the 
authority to revoke Shah^s chauffeur^s license 
instead fined him S390 and suspended him 
for three days. 

In the cit/s quasi-court for cabbies, what 
happened to Shah was rare only in that he was 
ordered off the road at all. A 'Inbime investi- 
gation found cabbies who are the subject of 
complaints are almost always hit with fines, 
not license sus|>cnsions or revocations — even 
for repeated, dangerous conduct. 

From some 7,000 complaints made last 
year, just 18 cabdrivers lost their licenses tem- 
porarily. Only seven had them permanently 


rtwoked. 

In the wake of two taxi-pedestrian deaths, 
recent 'Iribune stories on dangerous cabbies 
have revealed that Cook County courts throw 
out most tickets of repeat offenders and, even 
when drivers are convicted of serious traffic 
offenses, regulators rarely get them off the 
road. 

Citizen complaints, however, are handled 
by a separate system in which city agencies 
wield the power to take the worst cabbies 


off the road without assistance from tradi- 
tional courts. Citizens can file complaints for 
all types of misdeeds, from unsafe driving to 
price gouging. 

In focusing on this complaint process, the 
'Iribune found that revocations of cabbie li- 
censes for unsafe driving are declining— from 
one of every 61 cases prosecuted in 2008 to 
one of every 279 in 20 10. 

City officials credit years of aggressive en- 
forcement that, they say, left them with fewer 


bad cabbies to discipline. Records confirm 
the number of citizen reports has fallen since 
2008, but there still were nearly 2,0c o com- 
plaints of reckless cabbies last year. 

“We try to make them the best they can 
be. When that fails, then the/re out,” said 
Rosemary Krimbel, commissioner of the De- 
partment of Business Affairs and Consumer 
Protection, which oversees taxi regulation. 
“Sometimes those arc hard calls, and we have 
to make them.”

Occupy

New ^rk police prevented protesters from 
shutting down Wall Street on Thursday^ arrest- 
ing at least 177 people in repeated clashes with 
an Occupy Wall Street rally that grew to several 
thousand strong. 

Protesters took to the streets in rainy New 
^rk and elsewhere in the US. for a day of action 
seen as a test of the two- month-old Occupy Wall 
Street movement against economic inequality 

Tn the biggest Newlfbrk protest since a police 
raid broke up the protesters’ encampment in a 
park near Wall Street on Tuesday organizers and 
city officials had expected tens of thousands to 
turn out. 

A crowd that disappointed organizers 
throughout the day grew to several thousand af- 
ter the standard workday ended. 

'‘T think the numbers have increased dramati- 
cally today” protester Jo Robin said. ‘Particular- 
ly after the raid, our message is being broadcast 
all over the world.” 

Elsewhere: 

» Some 300 Occupy Los Angeles demonstrators 
marched about a half-mile Thursday afternoon 
from their encampment near City Hall to a rally 
at the Wells Fargo Center. Several protesters 
were arrested after blocking traffic. 

» Portland, Ore., police arrested 25 activists at 
the east end of the Steel Bridge; all were cited 
for disorderly conduct. No police officers and 
none of those citizens arrested were injured, of- 
ficials said. 

» Several hundred protesters marched from the 
Georgetown section of Washington, D.C., and 
into Arlington, Va. PoHce, in squad cars and on 
horses, escorted the group. 

» Six men and two women were arrested for 
blocking traffic in downtown Atlanta after po- 
lice said they “did not comply” after being given 
“multiple warnings” to move.

George Clooney goes 
to Hawaii in “The 
Descendants,” but no 
one should expect a movie as light and amus- 
ing as “George Clooney Goes to Hawaii” 
sounds. (Memo to studio heads: I want a 
producer credit when you film that one.) 

Director/co-writer Alexander Payne’s first 
feature since 2004’s “Sideways” talces place 
against a beautiful island baclcdrop where 
the family drama delivers all the stress-free 
glamor of Cleveland. 

Clooney stars as Matt King, who has a lot 
happening at once. He’s the decision-maker 
when it comes to selling the ultra-valuable 
25,000 acres his family owns in Kauai. In 
Oahu, Matt’s wife (Patricia Hastie) is in a 
coma after being hurt in a boat accident, 
leaving the self-professed “backup parent” 
to try to corral his foul-mouthed 10 -year-old 
daughter, Scottie (Amara Miller), and 17-year- 
old Alex (Shailene Woodley of “The Secret 
Life of the American Teenager”). 

Payne’s ditched his usual condescension, 
but the filmmaker frequently clips the story’s 
natural emotion by tweaking a high-feeling 
moment with a joke or other interruption. 
(Alex’s moronic friend Sid is kinda funny but 
not at all believable— and totally distracting.) 

“The Descendants” faces an uphill battle of 
authenticity, but Clooney, who’s not exactly 
synonymous with “low-energy schlub discon- 
nected from his wife and disrespected by 
his kids,” delivers a tender performance that 
makes up for him not quite looking the part. 

Woodley’s just as good, if not better. 

The film sometimes succeeds in exploring 
the universally relatable process of sorting 
out complex situations and wondering how 
and when to be the bigger person. The real- 
izations ultimately feel a little cute, though. 
Early on Matt says, “Paradise can go [bleep] 
itself” Payne understands what brings people 
together and how they drift apart; he just 
presents this with a cinematic bow around it 
rather than with the natural frays and fringes 
of real life.

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What’s it like to kiss George Clooney?

Judy Greer knows she’s played the “best 
friend” role in countless romantic comedies. 
But she’s not going to swear them off 

“The truth is, the best friend role has been 
always, like, my bread and butter,” says Greer, 
36, whose new film, “The Descendants,” 
opens Friday “Fm not going to say ‘I don’t 
want to play a best friend role.’ ” 

Two years ago the Michigan-raised DePaul 
grad did ask her agents to find her smaller, 
more interesting roles, and “The Descen- 
dants” is a perfect example of what Greer was 
looking for: In her few scenes as the wife of 
the man who’s been sleeping with George 
Clooney’s character’s now-comatose wife, she 
exudes real warmth and vulnerability 
At the Public Hotel, Greer talked about 
kissing Clooney and the size of Kitty’s breasts 
when ‘Arrested Development” returns. 

You previously worked with George 
Clooney in “Three Kings.” Be honest: Then 
or now, how many of your friends asked you 
what it was like to kiss him? 

Everyone asks me what it was like to kiss 


him. Every single person I talk to. I don’t 
remember! It’s work. It’s weird. Tbu’re shoot- 
ing and it’s strange. ... We [bleeping] shot 
that kiss so many times from so many angles 
and set-ups. I was like, I thought George was 
punking me, [to use] Ashton’s term. Because 
George makes practical jokes all the time. 
But I also knew that in shooting a movie it’s 
so expensive, and it was a night shoot, so I 
was like, “They’re not going to play that joke 
on me. It’s too expensive of a joke to play on 
just me.” But we did shoot it over and over 
and over and over. So, that was awesome. 

So what do you tell your friends 
when they ask? 

I say “Tough day at work.” I was in Kauai, I 
had to kiss George Clooney It was funny I’m 
actually getting married, but I was sort of just 
dating my fiance at the time, and he was like, 
“I’m fine with it. I mean, I’m totally fine with 
it.” And his friends back home were aU like, 
“So, Judy’s making out with George Clooney 
all day? That seems awesome. You really hon- 
estly think she’s going to come back and still 
want to date you?” But, I did. [Laughs.] 


You mentioned that when “Arrested 
Development” comes back in any form, 
Kitty’s boobs should be bigger. 

[Laughs.] I think that’s a good idea, yeah! 

What else should she be up to these days? 

I’m hesitant to say I’d love for her to be preg- 
nant with a Bluth. We don’t know which one. 
That would be fun. Or have a Bluth baby I 
don’t know anything about anything. Where 
the script takes place, where it starts, if we’re 
picking up, having been how many years it’s 
been. 

Are you thinking comically huge, 
double-J breasts? 

I think I’d fall over. I don’t know. Yes? Sure. 
What would my fans like? Let’s ask them. We 
should have a website. They can pick the size. 

That sounds like a fun interactive 
experiment. 

Yeah! Maybe I’ll tweet about it. I tweet now. 
I’m a twitterer. I was like, “Maybe I’llTwitter 
about it,” and my girlfriend goes, “I think it’s 
tweeting.”

Vampire-human marriage generates 
sub-Kardashian quantity of fun 

It’s a miracle! Not one of those happy 
miracles, though. More like, “Sorry, Bella, 
there’s now a vampire growing inside you.” 

That’s because i8 -year-old Bella (Kristen 
Stewart) and her new, much-older-than- 
that vampire husband, Edward (Robert 
Pattinson), didn’t think she could get 
pregnant. Their error puts a major damper 
on a Brazilian honeymoon that cools off 
after Edward decides more sex will make 
him murder his wife. 

So after just a few days of bliss following 
a rushed, one-minute marriage ceremony— 
half of which is kissing— the newlyweds 
return to the state of mopiness. Er, the 
state of Washington, where werewolf Jacob (Taylor Lautner) con- 
tinues to stew over just how mad Edward makes him. Edward does 
a^hoo search for “immortalicum,” which either is the occurrence 
of vampire pregnancy in humans or some kind of over-the-counter 
powder he needs to keep his skin looking so wonderfully pale. 

The last “Twilight” installment, “Eclipse,” converted the previ- 
ous two mediocre movies’ labored pouting into swift action and 
difficult, passionate decisions. 

New director Bill Condon and “Breaking Dawn— Part i” plum- 
met Stephenie Meyer’s hugely popular series back to its uninten- 
tionally funny melodramatic roots, until watching the movie feels 
not unlike drinking dish soap. Shouldn’t someone smack Jacob 
when he tells Bella mid-labor that she just needs to “keep her heart 
beating”? Must monsters really abide so strictly by their own laws, 
no matter how extreme the situation? And why does Jacob sprint 
to a meeting only so he can tell everyone he’s leaving and storm off? 

“Breaking Dawn” makes these questions unavoidable as its 
drawn-out story seems to kill time until “Part 2 .” If anyone had 
thought through this story, the Cullens would feed the increas- 
ingly weak Bella instead of standing around for a few scenes before 
Esme (Elizabeth Reaser) cries out, “We need to find a way to get 
some food into her system!” 

Stewart again delivers the best performance by someone not 
named Michael Sheen, and early scenes of wedding anticipation 
and lingerie-related honeymoon stress keep alive the humanity in a 
franchise that often grows cold. 

Lautner, who lasts approximately 8 seconds before tearing off his 
shirt, suggests more than ever that the casting director mistakenly 
told him he would be playing a robot. The guy can’t walk two steps 
without looking unnatural. He’s highly representative of “Breaking 
Dawn,” which usually becomes lame when it tries to be funny and 
funny when it tries to be serious. And by the way: When you per- 
form a C-section, you have to close the wound. That type of blood 
loss harms a new mom just as much as giving birth to a demon.

Norman Reedus never wanted Daryl Dixon, the badass redneck he 
plays onjVMC’s “The Walking Dead,” to be a younger version of 
Daryl^s racist brother, Merle. 

With his standout performance, Reedus instead has made Daryl 
both tender and tough— a multidimensional, complicated man who 
has become an even bigger fen favorite this season. Daryl’s still some- 
thing of a loner, but he’s slowly opening up to individuals in the group 
and has become a real hero in the face of the zombie apocalypse. He’s 
slowly revealed the abuse he suffered from Merle, who visited him as a 
hallucination in the most recent episode. 

“^u feel for Daryl,” Reedus told me at the beginning of the season. 
“He’s just as ferocious as ever, but you understand why he’s not just 
a nut, he’s not just Merle again. He’s a guy that’s just incredibly emo- 
tionally and spiritually damaged.” 

Reedus and I talked more about Daryl, the zombie apocalypse and 
how he’s becoming better known as Daryl than as Murphy MacMa- 
nus, the tough guy he played in the “Boondock Saints” movies. But first, he was very happy to 
hear that he’s made me faint.

REDEYE 

Telling your friends, “Tm going to Jam in Logan Square,” sounds like 
you’re going to some kind of undergroxmd concert. 

But the Jam I’m talking about is the beloved BYOB breakfast 
and lunch restaurant that drew rabid weekend crowds in its previ- 
ous (now closed) location in Ukrainian Village. A new location 
opened to the public Monday just off the Blue Line in Logan Square. 

The new Jam has the same chef, Jeffrey Mauro, and chef de cuisine, Thaddeus Barton, who 
met working at North Pond and then moved on to La Pomme Rouge, Powerhouse (both now 
shuttered) and then Jam. The breakfast and lunch menu still features favorites such as pork 
belly eggs Benedict and the double-patty Jamburger. Even the long row of tables set with see- 
through chairs and lime-green placemats looks the same. 

What’s really different is Jam after dark. While a prix-fixe dinner moonlighted at the old 
Jam, the new one instead serves dinner year-round in the form of diner-inspired blue plate 
specials. I stopped in earlier this week to dig in.

pot pic filled with chicken confit, butternut 
squash and golden raisins. Smartly engineered 
to be wider and flatter than usual, it had more 
than enough buttery, flaky crust to go around. 

Speaking of chicken ... 

our server said the Amish chicken with qui- 
noa (S14, a holdover from the previous loca- 
tion’s lunch menu) is the chef’s favorite. But I 
gotta say, it’s up against some serious compe- 
tition, considering Telegraph and Longman 
& Eagle nearby both are ser\ing their own 
preparations of the Amish birds. I can’t say 
Jam’s was my favorite; maybe I should have 
gone with our server’s first recommendation, 
an egg-topped open-faced pork liver terrinc 
sandwich with sweet-and-sour cabbage (Si 2). 

I was disappointed to find out 

that there’s no dessert menu, but then our 
server suggested a half order of the malted 
custard French toast, a favorite from the old 
Jam served with pink peppercorns, macer- 
ated cherries and lime-leaf cream.

Bottom line 

Damn, we’re glad Jam’s back. My early 
impressions of dinner go to show that in this 
location it’s destined to be more than just a 
place to defect to when the wait at Longman 
& Eagle is unbearable (which is nearly every 
night).

The surprise winners in our nail test wound up being two 
of the metallics. Both give off high shine and are a bit remi- 
niscent of Chanel’s popular “Graphite ’’ polish. 

»“Warm And Fozzie” - a chocolate brown and gold foil. 
»"Designers De Better’’- a silvery foil with a touch of gold. 

The other four shimmers are reds or burgundies, which 
are repetitive and make it unnecessary to pick up the 
entire collection. “Pepe’s Purple Passion ” offers a take on 
the now-standard “Lincoln Park After Dark” color, throwing 
in chunks of pink flakes that unfortunately get lost from far 
away. 


GLITTERS 

The glitters are by far more eye-catching in the bot- 
tle, with grass-green shade Fresh Frog of Bei Air” and 
holiday red “Getting’ Miss Piggy With It” looking like 
standouts. 

Most of the glitters are in clear bases and work best 
over solid colors. The only exception is “Excuse Moi “ a 
fuchsia pink loaded with smaller glitter.

THE VERDICT

Dry skin?

As the weather gets colder, skin can start 
to feel dry; But help may be close at hand 
with a hydrating mask. These can be ef- 
fective, quick and less expensive than a 
spa facial. Compared with regular face 
creams, “masks are often thicker, more 
emollient and even a bit greasy” says Dr. 
Amy Wechsler, a dermatologist and der- 
matology adviser to youbeauty.com. But 
they moisturize without clogging pores, 
she says, because they are washed off as 
opposed to being rubbed in. 


DlYmask 

For an effective homemade moisturizing 
mask, Weschsler says this yogurt and honey 
concoction will soothe and nourish. 

» 2 tablespoons honey (to hydrate) 

» 2 teaspoons whole milk yogurt (which con- 
tains skin-sloughing lactic acid for exfoliation) 

Warm the mixture slightly in the microwave, 
then smooth it over your face, lie down (so 
it doesn’t drip off) and relax for 10 minutes. 
Afterward, simply rinse with warm water. 


SOME MASKS TO CHECK OUT 

If you would rather buy something already prepared, Wechsler suggests reading the back of the 
package for ingredients. Look for safflower, glycerin, petrolatum and hyaluronic acid, which are 
key for their hydrating properties. Hyaluronic acid draws moisture to the top layer of skin, so the 
face stays supple longer throughout the day, she said. Here are some suggestions.

Getting graphic 


Ex-‘One Tree Hill’ star 
Chad Michael Murray 
tries his hand at comics

When actor Chad Michael Murray is not 
playing a teen heartthrob on TV and in the 
movies, he moonlights as a comic book writ- 
er, staying up late at night to polish off a dark, 
end-of-days story he has created. 

Murray’s rookie graphic 
novel, “Everlast,” is being pub- 
lished this month by Archaia 
Entertainment after eight 
years of nurturing the tale 
about a man looking to save 
chosen people before mankind 
faces annihilation on Earth. 

The 30 -year-old actor said 
the idea for the story came to 
him while he was playing Lucas 
Scott on “One Tree Hill.” He 
left the show in 2009 but will 
return in 2012 for an episode. 

Murray said he was inspired 
to write the book after a man 
knocked on his door to evangelize in North 
Carolina. 

“The man said 144,000 people would be 
left to survive the end of days, and it spurred 
a lot of ideas. What if that was true? How 
would you choose these people?” Murray said. 

This notion of how survivors would be 
chosen gave Murray the idea for the hero of 
“Everlast,” Derek Everlast, whose calling in 
life is to find and protect the people who are 


going to survive the apocalypse. 

“Eve been writing for years, but this was 
the first thing I ever followed through with,” 
Murray said, adding he does most of his writ- 
ing late at night. 

Murray took his idea straight to Stephen 
Christy, the editor-in-chief of comic book 
publisher Archaia. Christy said he was struck 
by the tragedy at the heart of the protago- 
nist’s life. Everlast knows the end of the world 
is coming and that most people in his life 
won’t survive. 

The book’s style is inspired 
by films such as 2005’s “Con- 
stantine,” about a supernatural 
investigator, and “The Crow,” 
the 1994 tale of a murdered 
man who comes back to life to 
avenge his own death. Murray 
said he didn’t draw from comic 
books, mostly because he wasn’t 
a comic fanboy growing up. He 
wrote the story and worked with 
a team of five artists who created 
a unique style for each section of 
the book, which is told from dif- 
ferent perspectives. 

While the actor soon will appear in the 
movies “The Haunting in Georgia” and 
“Renee,” he said he is devoted to furthering 
“Everlast,” which he hopes one day could be- 
come a lucrative franchise. 

“The world is kind of limitless; there is no 
end for it,” he said of the book. “If an audi- 
ence really embraces it and takes it in, maybe 
they would want to watch it on the screen. As 
a film, as a TV series, these are all options.”
